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I think that the school systems really are going 
to have to take the universities by the scruff of 
the neck and shake them.”

Students plan march to BOG 


UVic students will march to the March 16 
meeting of the Board of Governors (BOG) 
with a petition calling for a freeze on tui¬ 
tion fees for 1981-82. 

The petition also asks the BOG to reject 
any method of indexing fees to university 
operating costs and to decide on tuition fees 
for 1981-82 while students are still on 
campus. 

About 100 students voted unanimously 
to request the BOG to hold 1981-82 tuition 
fees at the current rate at a special meeting 
March 5 in the Student Union Building 
(SUB). The meeting was organized by the 
Alma Mater Society’s ad hoc committee 
against tuition fee increases. 

Motions protesting fee hikes were pres¬ 
ented at the meeting after being endorsed 
by the AMS executive and Board of 
Directors. 

Petitions containing the motions are 
now being circulated among UVic stu¬ 
dents. In 1980 a petition opposing a fee hike 
contained 1,950 signatures and was pres¬ 
ented to the BOG. 

Terry Johnson, a member of the AMS ad 
hoc committee, said the committee hopes to 
collect 4,000 signatures for this year’s peti¬ 
tion. A rally has been organized for March 
16 in the SUB at noon. From there the stu¬ 
dents plan to march en masse to the BOG 
meeting to present the petition. 

Johnson told the meeting that it is 
“almost certain” that UVic students face a 
10 to 15 per cent increase in tuition fees this 
year following 12.8 per cent and 13.5 per 
cent increases already announced at 
Simon Fraser University and the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia, respectively. 

“UVic is the only university that cus¬ 
tomarily raises fees when students are no 
longer here,” said Johnson. 

The BOG in 1980 raised fees by 7.69 per 
cent and in 1979 by 8.3 per cent. Arts and 
Science fees for full-time undergraduates 
are now $630. Students speaking at the 
meeting stressed that this is the highest 
tuition fee paid this year in B.C. 

Another motion on the petition and 
approved unanimously by students at the 
meeting called for the provincial govern¬ 
ment to raise the level of funding to secon¬ 
dary education, to at least maintain the 
present quality of education and to make 
tuition fee increases unnecessary. 

Students also voted unanimously to 
send an invitation to provincial Minister of 
Labor Hugh Curtis and Minister of Univer¬ 
sities, Science and Communications Dr. 
Pat McGeer requesting them to visit UVic 
to speak and answer questions regarding 
lack of increases in spending on education 
and for student financial aid. 

In addition, students discussed the 
government’s decision to cut back 1,500 
student jobs from the summer work in 
government program, and carried a motion 
to send a letter to Curtis protesting the cut. 

Johnson said that UVic students are not 
alone in wanting to fight problems tied to 
lack of adequate financial aid and rising 
costs of education. There is support for the 
move across Canada, he said, adding that 
the problem is particularly serious in B.C. 
where according to a study by the UVic 
Office of Institutional Analysis there is 


less spent per capita on education than in 
any other province. 

These financial restraints are felt at 
UVic in the form of use of worn out equip¬ 
ment, fewer teaching assistants being 
hired, professors on sabbatical not being 
replaced, not as many course sections 
being offered, and library acquisitions 
being frozen or cut, he said. 

He said that indexing university fees to 
operating costs, a move introduced at UBC 
in 1979, would lead to more students drop¬ 
ping out of university as costs go up and 
fees thus being raised even more to keep up 
with the rate of inflation. 

Johnson also addressed anticipated stu¬ 
dent housing problems in the fall. “New 
residence construction doesn’t approach 
meeting the housing needs estimated. 
There will be 170 more rooms and a student 
enrolment increase of 400 is estimated. 
Housing will continue to be a landlord’s 
market. 

Another “significant problem” he 
addressed was child care for university stu¬ 
dents. There are facilities for only 75 child¬ 
ren at UVic and the fee level for this service 
is expected to be increased this spring 
above the level of government subsidies, he 
stated. 

AMS vice president, services, Peter 
Holmes, said “it’s only fair that we attack 
indiscriminate, across-the-board 
increases. A lot of students will be seriously 
hurt by fee increases and won’t be able to 
come back. We have to uphold their right to 
education.” 

AMS director Vic Wells said that the 
BOG should make a decision on tuition fees 
by the March 16 meeting. “They’ve been 
discussing it behind closed doors for two 
years now, and if they don’t decide this 
month, we know what kind of decision 
they’re going to make.” 

Students discussed the possibility of 
joining forces with the UVic CUPE locals 
and the Faculty Association in protesting 
lack of adequate government funding of 
education. “The more people fighting, the 
better,” said a student from the floor. 

“We must make clear that the problem is 
the level of funding from the provincial 
government,” said another. 


A tribute to Pablo 

Towards the end of a March 5 meet¬ 
ing on tuition fees, students voted 
unanimously to send condolences 
to the family of Dr. Pablo Cabanas, 
former chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Hispanic and Italian Stu¬ 
dies, who unexpectedly died March 
3 (see story this issue). 

“He had backed students at 
UVic for a long time,” said student 
senator Vic Wells of Cabanas. “He 
said you shouldn’t stop tuition fee 
increases, you should stop tuition, 
because it stops students from 
going to university.” 

Wells introduced the motion to 
send condolences to the family of 
Cabanas in recognition of his sup¬ 
port of students at UVic.

Rugby sides from New Zealand, Britain, 
the United States and Canada are hard at 
it in an international tournament that 
started today and winds up March 14. 

Dr. Bruce Howe, Associate Dean of Edu¬ 
cation and head coach of the UVic Vikings, 
predicts a “very even competition” with 
Cambridge University the team to beat. 

“Cambridge has traditionally been the 
top university rugby side in England and 
this year they defeated Oxford in their 
annual game,” Howe explains. 

He also expects the Lincoln College 
team from New Zealand to be strong in the 
tournament.

Vikings win West 

For the fourth year in a row, the UVic Vik¬ 
ings are the Canada West University 
Athletic Association men’s champions.

76 victory. 

Guard Quinn Groenhyde led the way 
with 21 points while captain Ted Anderson 
scored 20. Gerald Kazanowski had 18 
points and Bruce Hamilton contributed 16. 

Steve Atkin led Calgary scorers with 24 
points. 


Debbies win crowns 

UVic’s two Debbies won three champion¬ 
ships in the Canada West University 
Athletic Association (CWUAA) indoor 
track championships March 7 in 
Edmonton. 

Debbie Scott won the women’s 1,500 
metres in four minutes, 19.96 seconds, 
breaking the CWUAA record in the pro¬ 
cess. She set a new mark of nine minutes 
26.04 seconds in winning the 3,000-metre 
race. 

Debbie Campbell won the 800-metre 
race for the third year in a row, finishing in 
two minutes, 15.69 seconds. 

Randy Cox of UVic won the men’s 5,000 
metres and Dave Campbell was third in 
the 1,500-metre race. Brad Bohman of 
UVic was sixth in the 800 metres, setting a 
personal best time of 1 minute 57.13 
seconds. 


Tribbles and fire-lizards will stalk the UVic 
Student Union Building March 15 from 9 
a.m. to 8 p.m., at least in the imagination of 
the science fiction fans who will gather for 
Fair Isle, Victoria’s first science fiction and 
science fantasy fair. 

Events at the fair include movie and 
videotape showings of classic and recent 
science fiction movies, workshops for 
science fiction writers, trivia quizzes, and a 
“huckster’s room” for sale of books, games, 
artwork, and of course, those furry little 
tribbles. 

Tribbles entered the folklore of science 
fiction via the television show Star Trek, 
but they have been adopted by the whole 
science fiction and science fantasy com¬ 
munity as a symbol, says Bev Cooke, a 
student involved in organizing Fair Isle ; 

Cooke says her own interest tends more 
toward the science fantasy area, but there 
is no real conflict between the two. 

“Science fiction tends to deal with the 
extrapolation of current scientific knowl¬ 
edge into the future, while science fantasy 
creates a complete different universe. All 
you really need to enjoy either is a fertile 
imagination,” she says. 

The interest in science fiction and fan¬ 
tasy is not motivated purely by escapism, 
though that is a factor, Cooke admits. 

“It has some socially redeeming value. 
It’s good, clean fun, non-carcinogenic and 
non-fattening. Science fiction can point to 
both the benefits and dangers of scientific 
development, and there is some indication 
that people who read science fiction are 
more adaptive to the changes created by 
scientific advance. 

“When Jules Verne wrote about nuclear- 
powered submarines in the 19th Century, it 
was science fiction. Today it’s a reality. 
The same kind of thing is still happening.” 

Cooke notes that science fiction today is 
less concerned about space exploration and 
the possibilities of alien intelligence. The 
emphasis seems to have shifted toward 
problems on this planet. Overpopulation, 
the dangers of rampant technology, and 
the need for social development to match 
developments in technology are now a 
major focus of the genre. 

“But the mystery associated with phen¬ 
omena in space still plays a major part in 
science fiction writing,” she notes. 

Special guests at Fair Isle include local 
science fiction writer Michael Coney, 
auther of Charisma, The Claws that Catch, 
the Jaws that Bite and Mirror Image; 
Seattle-based author F.M. Busby, author of 
the Bemu trilogy, and Dr. Gregory Benford, 
an astrophysicist and radio astronomer at 
the University of California and the author 
of the Nebula award-winning novel If 
Stars are Gods. 

Benford will also give a non-science fic¬ 
tion talk on his speciality on March 13 in 
Room 061 of the Elliott Building at 3:30 
p.m., titled “Instability of Radio Jets”. 

One of the main features of the fair will 
be a writer’s workshop led by Julien Reid, a 


Victoria author, on how to break into the 
science fiction market. 

The fair will include an introduction to 
the game Dungeons and Dragons at the 
beginners’ level, and movies to be shown 
include Wizards, THX 1138, Logan*s Run, 
Questar, The People, Superman and epi¬ 
sodes of Battlestar Galactica. 

Fair Isle organizers request that child¬ 
ren under 12 attending the event be accom¬ 
panied by an adult. There will be 
refreshments available in the SUB snack 
bar all day, and a raffle for a door prize will 
be held. 

Registrations are $4 for students, and $5 
for all others pre-registering, with door 
tickets $1 more. For further information, 
contact Bev Cooke at 721-7257 or Paul Del¬ 
aney at local 4346.

Now heor this 

Dr. John Mclnerney (Biology) was inter¬ 
viewed for this week’s main radio feature 
as part of the weekly three-feature program 
being sent out to radio stations across Can¬ 
ada by Information Services. Mclnerney 
discussed the benefits of natural sewage, 
the horror of chemical and nuclear wastes, 
and the recycling phenomenon with co¬ 
producer Digby Fodden. 

As well, host-producer Kim Whale dis¬ 
cussed the proposed constitution and bill of 
rights with Dr. Terry Morley (Political 
Science). 

In this week’s third feature, cartoonist 
Bob Bierman (Information Services) 
relates his philosophies and personal 
views about political cartooning. 

Last week, Dr. Harold Foster (Geo¬ 
graphy) explained that most of the world’s 
major cities don’t seriously plan for large 
disasters until they’ve been hit by enor¬ 
mous losses more than once. Foster was 
discussing his latest book: Disaster 
Planning—The Preservation of Life and 
Property , and said that in Canada, Win¬ 
nipeg, for example, has learned from 
repeated floodings and has spent a consid¬ 
erable amount of money on a diking sys¬ 
tem. Foster maintains that the city has 
recovered the expense many times over in 
disaster prevention. 

In another interview last week, Whale 
discussed the 1960s—its revolutionary 
thought and after-effects—with Dr. Bar¬ 
nett Singer (History). Singer feels that the 
music, art and literature of the decade pro¬ 
duced reactions that were as important as 
the political arguments which shaped 
much of the 1970s. 

Dr. Joel Newman (Counselling) was 
also interviewed recently and he told Fod¬ 
den how he saw the mid-60s. Newman, now 
a counselling psychologist, spent two years 
as a night-beat policeman in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 
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Fall grads get Convocation 


For the first time at UVic, students who 
complete degree requirements after the 
spring Convocation will be awarded 
degrees at a fall Convocation. 

Senate, at the March 4 meeting, 
approved a recommendation from the 
ceremonies and special events committee 
that a combined Convocation be held in 
University Centre Nov. 28 to mark the offi¬ 
cial opening of the academic theatre build¬ 
ing and to confer degrees. 

President Dr. Howard Petch told Senate 
that there is an increasing problem with 
crowds at the spring Convocation and this 
year, for the first time, a restriction must be 
placed on the number of guests. 


“There is a possibility that we may have 
to move to a third Convocation ceremony 
for the spring,” said Petch. 

The ceremonies office mailed a survey 
questionnaire to all members of the fall, 
1980, graduating class and 108 (89 per cent) 
of those who replied said they would come 
to a fall Convocation. 

“We would like to try this out on an 
experimental basis,” said Petch. He 
pointed out that the Theatre Department 
has requested that honorary degrees be 
conferred on two prominent theatre people 
at a special Convocation in the fall. “We 
felt this would be a good time to try out a 
regular fall Convocation,” said Petch. 


Senate studies Faculty split 


The Senate will investigate the desirability 
of splitting the Faculty of Arts and Science. 

At the March 4 meeting, Dr. John Hay¬ 
ward, acting Associate Dean of Arts and 
Science, presented a petition from faculty 
members in six science departments cal¬ 
ling for an investigation to determine the 
desirability of the establishment of a 
Faculty of Science. 

Hayward told Senate that 100 faculty 
members in the six science departments 
voted on the appropriateness of the petition 
and 80 per cent agreed that it should go to 
Senate. 

The departments involved include 
Physics, Chemistry, Biology, Biochemis¬ 
try and Microbiology, Computing Science 
and Mathematics. 

Hayward said he personally fells there 
is a need for a mechanism to be found to 
solve the problem of the office of Dean of 
Arts and Science. 

“Arts and Science has had difficulty in 
providing continuity in the office of dean 
for several years,” said Hayward. There 
has been a problem in attracting and keep¬ 
ing the best possible men and women for 
the position.” 

Since 1978, acting deans have filled the 
position of Dean of Arts and Science. 

Hayward said his current year’s expe¬ 
rience as an acting associate dean has con¬ 
vinced him that the present system of a 
dean and two associate deans is an 
improvement on a single dean. 

“You can’t be a dean and go around to 23 
departments to give them the individual 
attention they need,” said Hayward. “You 
can do this with six or eight departments.” 


Several senators objected to the petition 
coming to the Senate rather than to the 
Faculty of Arts and Science. 

Dr. Bill Gordon (Mathematics) said the 
science departments were attempting an 
“end-run” aroung the Faculty of Arts and 
Science. 

Prof. John Dobereiner (Visual Arts) 
asked if it was appropriate for Senate to 
accept a proposal from a caucus of depart¬ 
ments rather than having the Faculty of 
Arts and Science debate the proposal. 

President Dr. Howard Petch pointed out 
that Senate had decided that any member 
had a right to place any item on the 
agenda. 

A proposal to split Arts and Science was 
debated at the faculty level in 1980 and was 
defeated. 

Gordon said he was concerned about the 
procedure. “It’s customary that a group of 
faculty members get together and develop 
a proposal,” he said. “We’ve debated this 
issue for the past 10 years and no one has 
come forward with a concrete proposal.” 

Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry) said 
science faculty “don’t feel the Faculty of 
Arts and Science properly represents their 
views. For example, in the debate on engi¬ 
neering, the faculty came out clearly 
against the proposal while scientists 
favored it. A large chunk of the faculty are 
unhappy with Arts and Science.” 

Senate agreed to ask the planning com¬ 
mittee to study the desirability of the estab¬ 
lishment of a Faculty of Science, with 
enquiries in the Faculty and university at 
large. 


Moot victory for Manitoba 


The University of Manitoba (Defence 
Counsels R ocky Kravetsky and I ngrid Lin¬ 
coln) won the McIntyre Trophy in the 
annual Western Canada Moot Court Com¬ 
petition, held for the first time at UVic, 
Feb. 26, 27, and 28. 

Chief Justice of the B.C. Supreme Court, 
Judge Allan MacEachem, presided over 
the Moot Courtroom in the Begbie 
Building. 

Six law schools, from the University of 
Alberta, British Columbia, Calgary, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Victoria, 
sent teams to the three-day competition. 
Each team participated as either the coun¬ 
sel for the Crown or the Defence in separate 
trials on one of the three days. Juries were 
made up of first year law students, and 
witnesses were supplied by students from 
the Theatre Department. 

The trial was of David Malcolm Wat¬ 
son, charged with second-degree murder in 
the death of his common-law wife, Cindy 
Louise Alborg. Testifying for the Crown 
were Constables Bruce Allan MacConnell 
and William Smith, both of the Vancouver 
City Police homicide squad, and friends of 
the deceased Wanda June Callard and 
James' Arthur Louis. The deceased had 
been stabbed seven times with a large 
knife used by the accused to clean his fish 
tanks. 

Evidence was produced showing that 
the accused suffered from narcolepsy, an 
illness causing disorientation and memory 
lapse as a result of stress, that the deceased 
had received harassing telephone calls 
from an unknown caller identified only as 


“the Turk”, and that the evidence against 
him was mainly circumstantial. 

The jury brought in a verdict of “not 
guilty” in all three trials. Third year law 
students Michael Frey and Eugene Raponi 
represented UVic in the competition as the 
Crown counsel on Feb. 26, against a 
Defence counsel from the University of 
Saskatchewan. On Feb. 27, it was UBC 
(Crown) versus the University of Manitoba 
(Defence), and on Feb. 28, the University of 
Calgary (Crown) versus the University of 
Alberta (Defence). 

“An illustrious predecessor of mine once 
banned all juries in Quesnel because they 
never brought in a conviction, and under 
the circumstances I think I’m forced to do 
the same thing here,” said Judge 
MacEachem, after the jury brought in its 
third acquittal. 

Vblleyballers surprise 

The University of Alberta defeated the 
University of Manitoba in the finals of the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU) volleyball championships March 5 
to 7 in the McKinnon Gym. 

The UVic Vikings surprised the experts 
by finishing third in the round-robin cham¬ 
pionships which included six teams. 

In the women’s division, the University 
of Saskatchewan defeated the University 
of Manitoba in the finals, with the UVic 
Vikettes finishing sixth and last. 


UVic loses ‘a good citizen’ 



The sudden death of Dr. Pablo Cabanas , Chairman of the UVic Department 
of Hispanic and Italian Studies , on Tuesday , March 3, was deeply felt by his 
friends and colleagues. UVic president Dr. Howard Petch extended his sym¬ 
pathy and that of the university community to the family, and noted with 
appreciation the contribution that Cabanas had made to UVic. Dr. Toby 
Jackman (History) has written the following tribute. 


“Pablo was a person of absolute 
simplicity and without guile, 
totally straightforward and always 
honorable; free of any form of self¬ 
promotion.” This w r as the tribute to 
Dr. Pablo Cabanas given by Dr. 
Sam Scully (Classics) after the sud¬ 
den death on Mrch 3, of the popular 
chairman of the Department of His¬ 
panic and Italian Studies. 

Cabanas was born in Spain and 
educated at the University of Mad¬ 
rid taking his doctoral degree in 
1947. His initial academic appoint¬ 
ment was at his alma mater where 
he served on the staff from 1942 to 
1953. In the latter year he emi¬ 
grated to England and joined the 
Spanish Department at the Univer¬ 
sity of Nottingham. He then joined 
the faculty at the University of Dur¬ 
ham where he remained for nearly 
a decade. 

He was appointed Professor of 
Spanish and Head of the Depart¬ 
ment at UVic in 1968. 

He has headed the department 
almost continuously since that 
time. 

While at UVic he was elected a 
member of Senate on three occa¬ 
sions and was currently serving in 
the first year of a two-year term. 

He was a good university citizen 
in the best sense—he was assidu¬ 
ous in his attendance of academic 
meetings of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, the Faculty Association 
and Senate; his comments and 
remarks on the business were 
always trenchant and apt. As a 
department chairman he was 
scrupulously fair and honest, open 
in all of his dealings with his col¬ 
leagues. His strong sense of honor 
and concern directed his 
activities—whenever he took up a 
cause he saw it through to the end 
without worrying about personal 
consequences to himself. 

He was an excellent teacher— 
lively and engaging, bringing to 
his classes not only his fine scho¬ 
larship but also the very essence of 
his native country. Cabanas was a 
Castilian, and he had those charac¬ 
teristics of his birthplace—a robust 
sense of humor, a concern for the 
truth and a sense of commitment to 
the ideal. His students were able to 
gain from his classes not only the 
academic knowledge but that ele¬ 


ment that comes from an instructor 
with the innate understanding of a 
subject gained from his own histor¬ 
ical and cultural tradition. 

Pablo Cabanas was a scholar 
whose interests were wide ranging. 
The author of five books, he also 
wrote more than 30 articles in scho¬ 
larly journals and was known 
widely as a reviewer. He was an 
active participant at learned socie¬ 
ties and read a number of papers at 
conferences. His doctoral disserta¬ 
tion was awarded the Menendez 
Pelayo Prize and more recently he 
was the recipient of an award by 
the Canadian Association of His¬ 
panists for the best scholarly arti¬ 
cle of the year. 

In scholarship as in everything 
he preferred excellence and was 
prepared to wait for younger col¬ 
leagues to produce the best efforts 
of their research. 

To his friends Pablo Cabanas 
was one of those individuals who 
can always enliven any group. His 
sense of humor engaged his com¬ 
panions, he loved to tease and was 
the sworn enemy of pomposity. He 
enjoyed the game of academic polit¬ 
ics but he never mistook the sub¬ 
stance of the university for the 
pretense. He was always welcome 
at any luncheon table in the faculty 
club because he added a piquancy 
to every conversation. 

In many ways he was essen¬ 
tially a private person. He was able 
to separate his life into compart¬ 
ments and found no contradiction 
in doing so. Few of his colleagues 
knew that he was a highly 
esteemed poet. Such was his 
modesty that this side of life, 
namely that of a creative writer, 
was kept obscured from his profes¬ 
sional academic acquaintances. 

He was an avid supporter of Not¬ 
tingham Forest in the English 
Football League. He was always 
delighted at their success and 
amusingly gloomy on their defeats. 

He is survived by his wife and a 
son. Pablo Cabanas in one way is 
simple to sum up and in another 
very complicated. A contemporary 
American poet perhaps can be said 
to delineate our dear and good 
friend’s life and outlook, “Wise as 
we profess to be... true recognition 
takes thf heart as well as head. ” 
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There will be a lot of people going directly to jail 
and taking a ride on the Reading Railroad at 
UVic March 14 and 15.

I am unsettled by the possible thought that 
because I arrive and leave the campus every 
day by foot, I take my life in my hands simply 
crossing or walking along the roads and major 
thoroughfares of the university. It appears the 
Ring Road has in effect become a Grand Prix 
race track, and the avenues which lead from 
Gordon Head, McKenzie and Fort, entrances 
and exits of an ironic race course. On many 
occasions, I and others walking or bicycling to 
school have had to dive for refuge by the side of 
the road, to end up mud-spattered and fright¬ 
ened by sleek and powerful compact speeds¬ 
ters, their drivers in an evident rush to get the 
seat nearest the window of class, or the first cup 
of coffee served in the cafeterias. It's a cruel 
joke because it’s out of place on a campus such 
as ours. Unfortunately, the Ring Road has that 
certain class of the racy and picturesque that 
are also the ingredients of some of Europe’s 
finest road courses. But, when I think of the 
peaceful and serene qualities of the woods and 
footpaths, I wonder why that same gentleness 
cannot be enjoyed as well on the other means 
of arrival and departure. Perhaps a solution 
would be for me to find a new and yet cruder 
path to follow. Another would be a closer scrut¬ 
iny of the traffic flow and better regulation of 
the speed with which many of our students, 
faculty and staff are permitted to travel.
